GENERAL SURVEY. 


The practical results of the instruction in the schools, 
under my supervision during the year, have been commend- 
able. 

The prudential committees, in most cases, have been 
judicious in the selection of teachers. 

Not deeming it profitable to rehearse individual excel- 
lency or defects, affording room for invidious distinctions or 
fulsome praise, it may be said that the teachers, in the main, 
have discharged their duties faithfully and efficiently. 

Many parents and citizens have manifested unusual 
interest by frequent visits during the terms, as well as at 
the examination. 
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OUR DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 


It is about impossible to attach too great importance 
to our common school system. The prominence, deservedly 
belonging to Boscawen, among the towns of the state, and 
of New England, is directly attributable to the fact that the 
church and school house were the first public buildings 
erected by our ancestors. Many have gone from us, to 
modify and control for good, other towns and communities, 
whose only educational advantages were enjoyed in our 
District Schools. To these inalienable prerogatives the 
poor are accessible as well as the rich. Parents should 
regard the district schools as more valuable than mines of 
wealth distributed through the town. 

Citizens of Boscawen, as the coming generations are 
so largely dependent upon our District Schools for their 
equipment to efficiently and creditably discharge the duties 
which will devolve upon them during life, let us lift the 
standard whenever there is a possibility for improvement. 

An earnest and hearty co-operation on the part of 
school officers, teachers, parents and scholars will impart a 
prodigious impulse to all educational interests in the town. 


THE SELECTION OF TEACHERS. 


The selection of teachers qualifiod for the work, with 
aptness to teach, is of incalculable importance. Ag the duty 
of selection devolves upon your Prudential Committees, 
too much wisdom and caution cannot be exercised in their 
appointment; nor can they act with too great prudence in 
securing those whose natural aptitude, as well as scholarly 
attainments, fit them to teach. It may be laid downas a 
law that the standard of the school and the future of the 
children depend largely upon the ability and character of 
the teacher. Seek then for sterling moral worth and Chris- 
tian character as indispensable ina good teacher. A tre-

mendous responsibility is assumed by your Prudential Com- 
mittees. Most any one can teach, but good teachers are by 
no means plenty. 

We must have scholarship; and yet some fine scholars 
are the poorest excuses for teachers. There must be gen- 
eralship, which commands, inspires and kindles enthusiasm 
for work and high attainments, or else the teacher is a fail- 
ure. A teacher, before employed, should be known to 
possess in some degree a combination of very rare elements. 

Do not be hasty in selection ; obtain the best und retain 
them as long as they are the best. This will prevent a fre- 
quent change of teachers, which I am constrained to say is 
as productive of evil as any one cause which I have en- 
countered during the year. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND APPOINTMENTS. 


As a rule the school buildings are in fair condition, but 
a generous sum expended in furnishing first-class black- 
boards, maps, charts, globes and other school appliances 
would be an investment paying not only yearly, but daily 
dividends, such as no mathematics can compute. 

Though not legitimately within my specified sphere, 
still the County Farm and the welfare of its inmates, le so 
near your hearts that you will be interested in knowing 
that a school of about 20 pupils has been taught in the 
chapel of the main building during a large portion of the 
year, with many signs of hope and promise.

In accordance with a time honored custom, your com- 
mittee submits his annual report: 
The condition of the schools during the year has been 
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on the whole satisfactory and the progress made very com- 
mendable. In the Grammar department, Mr. Charles A. 
Caldwell, from Cornell University, was the teacher for thé 
summer and fall term, and the winter term has been in 
charge of Mr. L. J. Rundlett, a member of the senior class 
of Dartmouth College, and is still in session. 


These gentlemen have ‘given their best efforts for the 
school, and have succeeded in awakening in the minds of 
the scholars a good degree of interest. They are both 
practical men and thoroughly understand their business, 
and it is a pleasure to say ‘‘well done” to them as teachers. 
Miss Ellesw-F’. Stone, for so long a teacher of the primary 
department, has held on the even tenor of her way through 
the entire year, kindly and patiently working on with the 
laage number of scholars in her care, with much to show as 
the result. There are certain facts in connection with these 
schools and this school district which should not be lost 
sight of and which should receive the serious consideration 
of the people. In the first place it is a fact that considera- 
bly more than half of the school money of the town comes 
to this district, and must be used here, and for the purpose 
for which it is by law appropriated, and no other disposition 
can ever be made of it. Now, only five per cent. of it can 
be used for repairs, and this sum should be carefully set 
aside each year for this purpose, so that all needed repairs 
may be made from this fund, and it will surely be adequate 
for such demands, and all the rest applied each year to the 
use of the schools. It is a fact that the district already has 
several hundred dollars at interest, which is not right. 
This money is raised by law for a specific purpose and 
should be applied so that those whom it is designed to ben- 
efit should have their due. It is true we have ‘weeks 
enough of school each year, all that scholars can endure. 
But the remedy will not come in this direction. Make the 
schools better by providing more teachers. There should 
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be a teacher of music, who could come in say twice a week 
and teach the children to sing by note, to learn the first 
principles of music correctly. Then drawing should be 
taught by a well qualified teacher, and perchance your 
child or mine may be awakened to a new life and be enabled 
to make the most of some latent spark of genius which might 
otherwise never come to light. Then too penmanship 
should be taught by some person who, term after term, 
would teach the same system, and so the scholars would 
come in time to have system in their writing which can 
never be attained while changing teacher almost every 
term, as each teacher has a system of his own, dnd so the 
result is the scholars have no thorough knowledge of this 
kranch of their education, but only a confused mingling of 
this: or-that theor y. The higher mathematics should «by | 
be allowed in these schools and if any scholars are suffi- 

ciently advanced so that they can study the languages to 
any advantage they should have the opportunity. And in 
this and other ways in which the efficiency and value of 
these schools may be increased, the scholar may go out 
well fitted for business or to enter the scientific departments 
of any of our colleges. 

IT respectfull#ask you to consider well these sugges- 
tions and not put them aside as unworthy of your attention, 
and say the schools as we have them are good enough for 
us. 

Here are the means already at hand. We only raise 
what the law obliges us to, and will continue to, and should 
not we avail ourselves of the full benefit of this most fortu- 
nate condition in which we find ourselves. 

Perhaps there is no other school district in this state 
so well supplied with money to carry out such a plan as has 
been so briefly outlined. Itis much to be desired that there 
be a full attendance at the annual school meeting soon to 
be held, and that such instructions be given the Prudential 
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Committee that we may enter on a new era of prosperity in 
these schools; and as we see our children growing up 
around, we may have the satisfaction of knowing that they 
are very fortunate in the privilege of obtaining a good edu- 
cation almost without “money or price.” 

The whole number of enrolled scholars in the district 
as shown by the Teacher’s Registers, is 88. Average attend- 
ance, 70.15.
